The survey results 
were released tonday. 

If the economists are right, that would be the- 
biggest increase since a 3.9 percent expansion in 
1988. Last month, the Blue Chip panelists had 
projected 1994 growth of 2.9 percent. 

Robert J. Eggert, editor of tfie Sedo'na, Ariz., 

_ newsletter, said man y of t he s urve y participants , 
attributed the stronger growth to a belief that the 
economic momentum evident in 1993 ’s final 


quarter — now forecast at an annual rate of 4.2 
percent — would carry over into 1994. 

"Strength in housing, autos and other consumer 
durables, ns well ns business spending for 
equipment, is expected to persist into the new 
year," he added. "First quarter real GDP is 
expected to grow at an annual rate of 3 percent." 

The gross domestic product — the total output 
of goods and services produced in the United 
States — expanded 2.5 percent in 1989 and 1.2 
percent in 1990, before shrinking to 0.7 percent in 

1991 as the recession was ending. 

The economy then picked up 2.6 percent in 

1992 and, according to the Blue Chip consensus, 
grew 2.8 percent last year. The government will, 
report the 1993 GDP figures Jan. 28. 

The Blue Chip survey mirrors other recent fore- 


casts that the momentum of the final three months 
of 1993 will push the economy ahead this year,

Analysts predict strong economy in 1994 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Many of the nation's 
top economists say the economy in 1994 will post 
its strongest performance in five years, although it 
won’t be as robust as the final months of 1993. 

The consensus of 51 economists polled early 
this month by Blue Chip Economic Indicators was 
. that the economy would grow by an inflation- 
adjusted 3 percent this year. The survey results 
were released tbmiay.

Researchers: Fear 
hampers AIDS work> 


BALTIMORE (AP) —.The 
reluctance of women and minori- 
ties to volunteer for an AIDS vac- 
.cine. experiment Js.h a mpering.. 
research, scientists at the Johns 
Hopkins School of Medicine said. 

The main stumbling block is the 
mistaken belief -that the. vaccine 
could ‘give volunteers AIDS, 
despite what the scientists say. 

“As soon as people hear the 
word AIDS, they just turn the other 
way," said Dr. Jack Lambert, clini- 
cal director of AIDS vaccine stud- 
ies at Johns Hopkins. 

The researchers' complaints 
come amid renewed mistrust of 
medical experiments brought by 
recent revelations about Cold War 
radiation tests on unwitting sub- 
jects. 

“People have a distrust of what 
is actually in that needle, what is in 
that pill you are giving,” said 
Michael Snowden, executive direc- 
tor of Baltimore’s Block 
Educational AIDS Project. 

Since 1988, about 300 people 
have enrolled in- vaccine trials at 
Johns Hopkins; 21 percent of them 
black and 29 percent women. 

Gay professionals have been the 
most faithful participants in the 
Hopkins trials, said Carol Hilton, 
who directs recruitment. 

But scientists want a more 
diverse group of volunteers to eval- 
uate vaccines across racial and gen- 
der lines. 

At Johns Hopkins, scientists arc 
testing vaccines made from a pro- 
tein similar to one on the surface of 
the AIDS virus. The protein is not 
infectious because it contains none 
of the genetic material present in 
the actual virus, scientists said.

will cause AIDS, researchers said.

Toughcst-of all has. been. the 
attempt to test a vaccine on preg- 
nant women infected With HIV, in 
hopes 6f preventing a woman from 
infecting her baby. 

Despite seven months of recruit- 
ment efforts and the promise of 

■ free medical care, only one woman 
has signed up. 

“People arc always condemning 
you for not involving women in 
research," Ms. Hilton said. “So 
now that we’re involving women, 
where are they’/" 

In all, 10 pregnant women have 
enrolled at five medical centers that 
makc’up a consortium testing 
AIDS vaccines under a. grant. from., 
the National Institutes of Health. 
The goal is 24 volunteers. 

Besides Hopkins, the centers are 
Vanderbilt University in Nashville, 
Term.; The University of Wash- 
ington in Seattle; Rochester 
University in Rochester, N.Y.; and 
die University of St. Louis. 

Hopkins pays volunteers S20 a 
visit to compensate them for their 
time and travel expenses. Vol- 
unteers arc asked to come about 20 
-times over o-year-or- two for Boost — 
ers, blood tests and exams.

Q. What is a learning disability? 

A. The term "learning disabili- 
ty” refers to an insidious neurolog- 
ical or developmental problem 
that handicaps a child’s ability to 
perform up to his or her potential 
in school. 

Learning disabilities arc insidi- 
ous because they arc not immedi- 
ately apparent to the naked eye, as 
are many other handicapsrsuch as - 
cerebral palsy. Some learning dis- 
abilities arc due to neurological 
problems, or minor malfunctions 
within the circuitry of the cen- _ 
tral nervous system. Others 
arc developmental, meaning 
thcy-are-tho-rcsult-of matura- 
tional problems, as opposed to 
disease or injury. 

Effective learning requires 
the successful integration of 
perceptual (6cnsory), cognitive 
(intellectual) and motor pro- 
cesses. Information enters the 
body through the perceptual

TWIN FALLS - The county hospital’s 
governing board will-likely approve a con— ! 
— troctrextcnsion-lhat-will-be-prcacnted— 
tonight by the hospital’s managment com- 
pany, county officials say. 

Hospital Administrator John Bingham, 
’who supervises Magic Valley Regional 
Medical Center’s 691 employees, is not a 
county employee himself. He works for 
Quorum Health Resources Inc., a Nashville, 

. .Tcnnl,. company, that carps roughly, half a .. 
million dollars a year for managing the hos- 
pital. 

Quorum’s five-year contract with Magic 
Valley Regional expired Dec. 31 and will 
be considered for renewal tonight. The_ 
board will meet at 7 p,m. in the conference 
- room next to the hospital cafeteria. 

Officials say they arc pleased with Quo- 
rum’s leadership and intend to stick with 
the company. 

“So far, satisfaction is so great no one is 
looking for anyone else {to ran the hospi- 
tal)/ Twin Falls County Commissioner - 
Marvin Hcmpleman said. 

However, the contract apparently won’t 
be renewed for a full five-year term.
